o fficials and press was so ught in the 
wo rk. 
As a result o f the manage­ 
ment’s effo rts the number o f tres­ 
passers killed and injured o n the sy s­ 
tem has decreased 42 per cent since 
the mo v ement began fiv e y ears ago . 
The co mpany is preparing to wage 
the 
mo st 
v igo ro us 
campaign

y ear that has y et been made. 
The 
tracks will be repo sted, the enact­ 
ment o f mo re stringent laws will he 
asked, and ev ery o fficer and emplo y ee 
o f the ro ad will be asked to lend as- 
sistance to decrease still further the 
number o f deaths and injuries o n the 
lines fro m trespassing.

Compelled to Abandon the Hopeless 


Task— Seventy-nine Men Doomed. 


McCurtain, Okla., March 21.— For 
the seventy-nine miners who were en j 
tombed iu mine No. 2 of the San Bois ; 
Coal company, located on the west ; 
side of McCurtain, all hope has been ! 
abandoned. 
The government mine ex-j 
perts who were summoned to McCur­ 
tain from McAIester announce that 
there is no possible chance to rescue 
any of the entombed men alive and 
that they will return to their station 
at McAIester 
An explosion wrecked the mine, car­ 
ried away the tipple and damaged the 
fan-house so badly that it was not un­ 
til six hours had elapsed that a small 
quantity of air could be forced into 
the pit. 
Eleven men escaped safely 
from the mine. 
Ninety men. accord­ 
ing to an official bulletin issued by the 
coal company, had entered the mine 
for work. The first rescue party crept 
into the mine half an hour after the 
explosion. 
At the bottom of the pit 
they met eleven men creeping about 
in the smoke which momentarily be­ 
came 
more 
dense. 
The 
rescuers 
dragged them forth. 
The men were 
almost suffocated, and three of them 
may die. 
The entombed miners were working I 
in a remote chamber which has no 
direct access to the main shaft. 
Col­ 
lections of fire damp had been noticed 
for some days and extra efforts were 
made to secure ventilation on the part 
of the operators. 
It was thought this 
explosive gas had been cleared out. 
It 
is believed that gas came in contact 
with an open flame carried by one of 
the miners, which set off the explo­ 
sion.

New York, March 21.—Tending to 
show how the American Sugar Refin­ 
ing company for years pursued a pol­ 
icy of buying and closing up refiner­ 
ies. evidence was introduced at the 
trial of John E Parsons and the other 
directors of that company for conspir­ 
acy. 
Counsel for the accused men made 
strenuous objection to this line of te s ­ 
timony, one of the grounds being that 
it would confuse the jury and throw 
the doors wide open for the admission 
of testimony that might make the 
trial last for a long time, but Judge 
Hand held that the acts of the com­ 
pany in pursuing such a policy had a 
bearing on the puri>ose of the alleged 
conspiracy to close up the Sega! re­ 
finery, for which the defendants were 
indicted. 
The testimony which District At 
torney Wise sought to bring out under 
thia ruling of the court is much the 
game as that which the government 
is to produce in the suit for the disso­ 
lution of the company now pending 
James M. Beck, Richard V. Lindabury 
and Pelancey Nicoll were plainly sur­ 
prised at the attempt made to use this 
testimony in the present case and sev­ 
eral haul's were spent in arguing the 
matter only to suffer a defeat. 
The admissibility of this evidence 
was brought up when the government 
called as its witness Charles E. Heike, 
the former secretary of the company 
and for many years the right-hand 
man of H. O. Havemeyer. 
Mr. Heike. 
who is over seventy, is at present un­ 
der sentence for the sugar weighing 
frauds, but recently got a writ of re­ 
view from the supreme court. 
The 
purpose of calling him was to show 
how the sugar trust, Mr. Wise said 
had from 1891 to 1903, bought twenty- 
five or thirty refineries In different 
parts of the country, only to shut their 
doors, having only four in actual op­ 
eration, all this being with tlfe design 
to monopolize.

Burt New, secretary of the state com­ 
mittee, read the call for the conven­ 
tion. and Chairman Korbly introduced

governor's appearance was the signal

constitution. 
The

a right, to vote upon this constitution 
is now before the courts, he pointed 
out, and, while saying that he would 
quietly abide by the decision of the

his views, he 
wrould be in favor of calling a special 
election in order to get rid of the law­ 
yers’ amendment which has so long 
stood In the way of proposing other 
amendments to the constitution, and 
would then have the party insist upon 
further legislative action that would 
provide a lawful means for presenting 
these proposed changes to the people 
for their adoption or rejection.

than ad d in g figures rapid ly, 
or 
of 
performin g problems in 
men tal 
ar­ 
ithmetic, 
were 
hin d ered 
by 
even 
small 
d oses 
of 
alcohol. 
The 
re­ 
sult 
of 
these 
ex perimen ts 
caiue 
as a surprise to Dr. Kraepelin him­ 
self, who had hitherto 
shared 
the 
popular belief that small d oses of al­ 
cohol quicken ed the activity of his 
min d . 
But when he came to measure 
with his un errin g in strumen ts the ex ­ 
act time occupied , he foun d to his as­ 
ton ishmen t that more time was re­ 
quired to perform 
these 
operation s 
than whep he d id n ot use alcohol, 
though it seemed to him 
that 
the 
brain was actin g more rapid ly. 
Simi­ 
lar ex perimen ts were tried upon oth­ 
ers. the same results bein g gain ed in 
every 
in stan ce. 
An d , 
sin gularly 
en ough, each on e felt, when un d er the 
in fluen ce of alcohol, that he was d o­ 
in g better an d 
more 
rapid 
work, 
though the tabulated results showed 
the reverse to be true. 
Such is ever 
the d elusive effect of alcohol; an d the 
d elusion is as real as in those in ci­ 
d en ts men tion ed at the begin n in g of 
this article 
This effect is n ot peculiar to alco 
hoi. 
“The ord in ary an esthetics used 
in surgery, as chloroform an d ethei*,” 
says Sir Victor Iforseley, “make the 
patien t feel that he possesses great 
muscular stren gth, an d feels himself 
to be makin g powerful efforts, which 
in reality are n ot in an y way super­ 
human .”
